Tuo common schools of the state call for 
about 4,000 teachers annually, and the 
supply comes mainly from tho common 
and high schools. The Sentinel thinks 
it worth considering 
whether 
these 


schools are not a failure. Of the prin- 
cipals ot tho 110 high, schools in the 
state only thirty-three" bavo been fur- 
nished by"the normal schools. The com- 
plaint is that these schools do not turn 
out sufficient of the product for which 
they were established—practical teach- 
ers.—Madison Democrat, 


Bat this condition of things can not bo 


the fault b£ the management of tho nor- 
mal schools. Tho course of instruction 
adopted in the schools, find which is 
rigidly 
pursued, is 
one 
necessary 


to bo tskan by every ono who wishes to 
qualify himself for the teacher's profes- 
sion. It the graduates do not enter that 
profession, it is not because they lack the 
qualification, but because they engage in 
other branches of business. It is no ar- 
gument againstthenora-al school system 
to 
say 
that 
a 
majority 
of 


tho 
teachers 
in 
the 
state 


do not come from those schools. 
The 


Gazette is of the opinion that it -would 
be much better for the common schools 
of the state if more teachers were taken 
from the normal system. 
The absence 


of many of the normal graduates in the 
schools throughout the state indicates 
that the responsibility resb chietly with 
school officers who want a cheaper grade 
of teaohors than those graduated from 
the normal schools.

Under no circumstances pos- 
sible to conceive has ho a right to use a posi- 
tion to insult or annoy any citizen, oven the 
humblest, or to use tbe mails as a vehicle for 
his personal pique, your action in this case 
calls for severe censure, and its repetition in 
any form or degree would merit dismissal 
from tho service.

Itdescribed a discourse liy 
Prof essor S wiu£ as bein,^ a dreary wasto oC 
unctuous commonplace, diluted rhetoric, and 
ludicrously misconceived judgments, and de- 
clared:

articles critically descriptive of llfo and man- 
no™ in America, such as they had im- 
pressed him during his trip here. Thu article 
was to appear on April I, but through fear 
that Its Pickwickian character would on that 
day have been too patent, its publication was 
was delayed till last Sunday. Then it ap- 
peared in due form. On Monday tho samo 
article, labeled, however, 'Special cablegram
